There are certain personages in Bos- 


ton, to whom the diamond jubilee -of 
Queen Victoria, brought no joy. They 
inailo no amingemerits to celebrate it, 
and look with scorn upon the pro: 
gramme arranged by the British-Amer- 
ican society of this city. They are the 
Jacobites, uclmirers and upholders of 
the royal house of Stuart and conserva- 
tors of its fume. For them, in common 
>;iih the Jacobite league arnl Order of 
.-I:;: While fiosc of England, the line of 
".i nr.it still exists as a fact in European 
.-.•lilies, and its-Visible head, as is well 


l;iujwn, is Princess Slary, wife of Louis, 
Dt-iiifC of Bavaria, son ' o£ Uuitpold.'' 
i;vi"ii«c regent cij Bavaria. She is In- 
day, in the language of the Boston peo- 
ple and their fellows in England, Mary 
j V. jind III., by the grace of God, of 
ivugiand. Scotland, France and Ireland, 
<,mecn, det'oncler of the faith, etc. 


To the crtli;iary Boston! an the faet 


(hat there is in. his city a cult of this 
nature comes .somewhat in the nature 
of a surprise. To bo sure,, servieeshave 
been held in r.cveral of the very high 
churches of the city, notably that of St. 
John the Evangelist, on January 30, to 
c-bnirhemoratc ilie talcing, off of him 
whom the Jacobites have canonized un- 
der the name of St. Charles the Martyr. 
The name o£ this particular saint rloes 
not appear in the list of those recog- 
nized by 1he established cluireh, but 
.he exists, just the same, to the Jacob- 
ites and their friends. 


There are not many of these historical 


waifs in Boston. Perhaps 12, all told, 
would cover the number, but they axe 
increasing:, anrl the honorary secretary 
of the organization, Alfred John Rod- 
-vray, of Roxbury, says that every day 
letters from not alone all parts of New 
England, but also the- entire United 
States, are pouring into the office in- 
quiring about the Jacobites and the 
aims they hope to attain. 


Among the more prominent members 


of the Boston branch of the Legitimist 
society are Ralph Adonis Cram, Robert 
Bnbson, William Forsyth and Alfred 
John Rodway, the secretary. Mr. Rod- 
way is an Englishman by birth, .and a 
descendant of a good old Gloucester- 
shire family, who took the side of the 
king during the civil war with the par- 
liament. One of these gentlemen said 
to the Sun correspondent: 


"I know that the American public in 


general take us to be all sorts of cranks, 
and lose no opportunity of making, slur- 
ring remarks about us, but that doesn't 
hurt us any, and amuses them; BO let 
them go on; we don't mind it. But I'll 
tell you just what we mean when we 
call ourselves Jacobites. We all know, 
and everybody knows who is at all ac- 
quainted with English history, that the 
Stuart family and their descendants are 
excluded from the English throae by 
the act of settlement, passed in 1701 by 
the commons of England, but what 
everybody does not know is this, that 
this ver}7 act was passed by the bare 
majority, of one, and then only after 
long and bitter struggles between those 
in secret sympathy with the 
fallen 


house of Stuart and the adherents of 
the Hanoverians. 
{ 
"The S3rmpathy with the legitimate 


and hereditary sovereigns of England 
and Scotland evidenced by the closieness 
of this vote found vent in the disas- 
trous risings of 1715 and 1745. But these 
are matters of history. The significant 
fact of it all is this—that, although 
more than 200 years have elapsed since 
the house of Stuart occupied the triple 
throne, the sentiment in their favor has 
never really died out, and exists io-day 
perhaps as strongly in England, and es- 
pecially in Scotland and Ireland, as it 
ever did, and even in America, as you 
see, has it found support. 


"But it was not altogether in behalf 


of the Stuarts that we became interest- 
ed in the Jacobite movement. To us 
this simply means a return to the prin-

A SARCASTIC REFOBI.ICAH. 


Governor Pingree of Michigan is ono 


of those Republican who has a mind of 
his own and is not afraid to speak 
right oat in meeting. He denounces 
the present tariff bill and asserts that 
the trusts will derive millions from it. 
He wants somebody to tell him how a 
duty that makes people pay more for 
what they consume is going to benefit 
them and how a highar price for sugar 
is going to bring prosperity. It seems 
to him that the trusts are going to reap 
all the benefits. He does not recall 
that the Dingley bill imposes any ad- 
ditional duty on paintings or diamonds, 
bat it is the necessary commodities 
that bear the increased taxes. '-The 
promoters of this bill," says Governor 
Pingree, "ought to be proud of it and I 
predict a reckoning for them yet with 
the people." 


Governor Pingree does not seem to 


be in accord with his party. He talks 
too much like a person who thinks 
ordinary people have some rights that 
should be respected. He should bear 
in mind that his party is owned and 
governed by the trusts and that the 
trusts elected the President and Oon- 
greps to legislate in their interests. 
The common herd, who voted for those 
people, deserve no sympathy. They are 
doing what they were elected to do, 
and so long as the combination which 
contributed $16,000,000 to Mr. Hanna's 
campaign corruption fund is satisfied 
the voters who were purchased with 
those millions should not complain, as 
they were' paid for their votes. If 
Governor Pingree and the others, who 
voted for Mr. Hanna's men, have been 
deceived they should blame themselves 
for being so gullible, as it was gener- 
ally kaown before election that the 
trusts and combinations which con- 
tributed millions to Mr. Hanna's fund 
expected to get their money back with 
usurious interest.

Cham plain if the tariff bill is disposed 
of and Congress adjourns before that 
time. Czar Keed is expected to ap- 
point the committees of the House be- 
fore Congress adjourns. 
The House 


has now been in session over four 
months and the Speaker and the Com- 
mittee on Rules ran it to suit them- 
selves. 


THE City Council at Kansas City, 


Kansas, ordered that women prisoners 
must don overalls and break stones 
just like male malefactors. 
This 


aroused the women of the State, who 
denounced the ordinance as barbarous, 
and before it was enforced, raised 
enough money to pay the fines of their 
unfortunate sisters, and now there is 
not a woman in the Kansas City jail. 


The long straggle over the tariff bill 


ended yesterday. During the morning 
hoars there was a small attendance, it 
having been agreed 
that the rote 


should be called in the afternoon at 3 
o'clock. After some routine business, 
Mr. Allen of Nebraska resumed his 
speech in opposition to the tariff con- 
ference report and the bill in general. 
He criticised the effects of the bill and 
referred to vaiiona schedules. He paid 
his compliments to the money sharks 
and money grabbers of Wall street, to 
Grover Cleveland and others. He pre- 
sented tables and comparisons and de- 
clared he would withhold his vote. 


Mr. Caffery of Louisiana followed in 


a severe criticism of the sugar schedule. 
He was followed by Mr. Gear who 
questioned the figures of the other 
speaLeis and <ihen Mr. Burrows of 
Michigan took up the time by ques- 
tioning the rates on lumber, claiming 
that twenty-two States in the country 
would be injured while the Canadian 
mills and workingmen were thriving. 


The bill was "then passed by a vote of 


40 to 30, 


Senators Allen, Butler and Teller 


were piesent but did not vote. Sena- 
tors Jones and' Stewart voted for the 
bill. 


The officers of the two Houses im- 


mediately signed th<j bill and it was 
dispatched to 
the President who 


affixed his signature to the bill at 4 
o'clock 
The resolution to adjourn 


was carried and the Senate agreed to 
adjourn at 9 o'clock. 


The House was called to order and 


immediately adjourned until 3:30 P M. 
At this hour the President's message 
relating to the Stone Currency Com- 
mission was taken up and read. Dar- 
ing the reading Speaker Reed signed 
the taiiff bill. 


After reciting the needs of a revis- 


ion of the financial system and that 
the money of the country should be 
established on an enduring basis and 
that the late election showed a deter- 
mination upon the part of the people 
to keep their currency stable in value 
and equal to the 
most 
advanced 


nations of the world. Also that the 
sentiment of the country demanded 
early action of Congress in the direc- 
tion of the revision of the currency 
laws and remove them from partisan 
contention.ThePresidentrefered to the 
action of the business men who as 
sembled at Indianapolis recommend 
ing the appointment of a monetary 
commission and commended the con- 
sideration of then report to Congress, 


In conclusion the President says 
'I therefore ui ge and recommend that 
u special commission be created, non- 
partisau in its character, to be com- 
posed of well informed citizeus of dif- 
ferent parties, who will command the 
confidence of Congress because of 
theii special fitness for the work, whose 
duty it shall be to make recommenda- 
tions of whatever changes in our pres 
cnt backing and currency laws may be 
found necessary, and who will reach 
their conclusions on or bafoie the first 
dny of November next, in order th.it 
Hie same m iy be tiansmitted by rno to 
Congress for its coub'deiation at its 
first lesular btasioc."

Senator iJurrowa and Congressmen 
Corlibs and Spaulding of Michigan 
yesterday, that he regarded the duty 
on lumber, hides and sugar us un- 
Ropublican, unpatriotic and unfair 
lie claimed the lumber went 
into

laborer wore twice as many shoes as 
the rich mau and he used just as much 
sugar, consequently paid twice as much 
tax on hides and fully as oitich ou 
sugar as the rich man. 
He claimed 


that it was unfair to make the poor 
pay as much per capita as the rich to- 
ward the support of the Government. 
Properties, not human stocks should 
be taxed. Property is protected by 
our laws and should pay for its pro- 
tection.
